WASHINGTON, March 10.—If Repre- 
sentative George L. Lilley of Connecticut 
persists /in his refusal to testify on his 
charges of corruption against the Electric 
Boat Company, tnvolving members of the 
Naval Committee, he will be summoned 
before the bar of the House as defendant 
in a motion for his expulsion. 

‘The committee has given Mr. Lilley 
every opportunity to present what facts 
he knows to the committee,’’ said Chair- 
man Boutell to-day. ‘ At his request we 
have delayed the hearing once already, 
though the date of the first hearing was 
set with his knowledge. We have noti- 
fied him of the procedure we have decided 
to follow, but as yet we have received no 
answer from him. 

“Tf he does not appear at the hearing 
on Thursday, or if he refuses to testify 
first, I suppose, the procedure we will 
adopt will be to report to the House and 
call him to the bar. When he appears 
there he will be the defendant.”

FROMTHE GRANDJURY 


Mr. Osborne Finds That a Quorum 
Was Not Present Through- 
out the Hearing. 


BODY PROTESTS TO COURT 


Justice Dowling to Pass on the Case 
To-day — Jackson Fears Indict- 
ments Would Not Stand. 


Attorney General Jackson's proceeding 
against the American Ice Company under 
the anti-trust law halted suddenly yes- 
terday. The Grand Jury’s investigation 
of the company’s affairs is likely to be 
held up for some time, and eventually 
taken up by a new jury. Acting on in- 
structions from Mr. Jackson, his three 
assistants announced that the special 
Grand Jury before which the case has 
been aired in the last three weeks was un- 
qualified to decide the merits of the evi- 
dence, * 

James W. Osborne and George Gordon 
Battle, Special Deputy Attorneys General, 
and William A. De Ford, deputy in Mr. 
Jackson's office, appeared before the 
Grand Jury yesterday afternoon at 
o'clock and informed the foreman that 
the case against the ice company would 
be withdrawn owing to the fact that a 
quorum of sixteen jurors had not been 
present for the entire hearing, and that 
no sixteen men on the jury had heard all 
the evidence brought out by the Attorney 
General's deputies. The foreman was told 
that a number of jurors had left the 
room each day after answering to roll 
call, 

There was an tmmediate protest from 
Edward J, Cuddihy, the foreman, and a 
committee of three jurors, composed of 
Mr. Cuddithy and Jurors Franke and Van 
Ingen, went at once before Justice 
Dowling, in the Supreme Court, and asked 
for instructions. The three lawyers from 
the Attorney General's office accompa- 
nied the jurors. The situation waa ex- 
plained to Justice Dowling and he post- 
poned decision until to-day, when at 2 
o’clock he will hear both sides of the ar- 
gument. Lawyers who expréssed an opin- 
ion on the case yesterday say that neither 
Justice Dowling nor the Grand Jury has 
the power to order the Attorney General 
to continue any case before a Grand Jury, 
and that the District Attorney is the only 
public prosecutor a Grand Jury can com- 
pel to appear before it to present evi- 
dence. 


The discovery that a

tion was made on Monday, when the 
Grand Jury clerk, who keeps a record of 
the attendance of jurors informed Mr. 
Osborne that there were not sixteen 
urors who had heard al] the evidence. 

he following communication was sent 
at once by Mr. Osborne and his associates 
to the Attorney General: 


Acting In accordance with your instructions, 
we have presented a considerable part of the 
evidence in the above proceeding, but we have 
discovered to-day that no sixteen jurors (which 
number constitutes a quorum of the Grand 
Jury) have been present during the introduo- 
tion of all the testimony. 

We are of the opinion that the validity of 
an indictment found under these circumstances 
would be open to a serious attack. The im- 
portance of this case to the public is so great 
that we deem it inadvisable to proceed fur- 
ther, and’ we think that the case ought to be 
withérawn from the further consideration of 
this Grand Jury. 

If the course of action which we suggest 
mects with your approval we will be gina to 
have you so advise us. so that we may inform 
the Grand Jury of our determination at its 
session to-morrow.

The books of our company 
have been in the hands of the Attorney 
General for some weeks, and our clerks 
cannot properly attend to the details of 
business without them. I have been be- 
fore juries in Baltimore, Philadelphia, and 
many other cities, but I have never seen 
any such procedure as this. I am not 
afraid of the outcome of this investiga- 
tion by this jury or any other jury. It 
is all the same to me So far as the juries 
are concerned.” 

The comment of District Attorney Jerome 
upon learning that \ the Attorney General 
had withdrawn the case from the special 
Grand Ju was: 

“ Well, never appeared before a jury 
without first learning whether there was 
a quorum present.” 

Mr. Osborne said yesterd 
not know of any precedent in which an 
unfinished case was taken from a special 
Grand Jury. He said that all of the evi- 
dence had not been presented, although 
he and his associates of the Attorne 
General's office had been before the jury 
almost every day for a fortnight. His 
only comment on yesterday's action was 
to say that the correspondence between 
himself and the Attorney General ‘‘speaks 
for itself.” 

Attorney General Jackson said late in 
the afternoon that the taking of the case 
away from the jury would not seriously 
affect the proceedings. It would only 
cause a delay of several weeks. 

The special Grand Jury was appointed 
in January. It indicted E. R. and O. F, 
Thomas as a result of the Provident 
Savings Life Assurance Society investiga- 
tion, and indicted William R. Mortgom- 
ery, ex-President of the Hamilton Bank, 
and also brought in indictments against 
ex-Gov. Voorhees of New Jersey and 
Frederick G. Coombes of the Bankers’ 
Life Insurance Company for making a 
false report to the Superintendent of 
Insurance. 


WESTERN UNION DIVIDEND. 


May Be Declared in Scrip or Stock at 
To-day’s Meeting of Directors. 


The Directors of the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company meet to-day to act on 
the quarterly dividend, which in the ordi- 
nary course will be payable April 15, The 
Executive Committee discussed the mat- 
ter yesterday, but announcement of the 
decision reached was withheld until after 
the meeting of the full board to-day. 

Three months ago the company suspend.

Koeppen had 
orders from the War Department’ in Ber- 
lin to go through, it was impossible for 
him to leave the car, so the other two 
gave up the trip, leaving Lieut. Koeppen 
to follow his own course in the race. 

Maas and Knape were greatly disap- 
pointed at giving up the undertaking, de- 
claring that they had sacrificed much for 
the opportunity of making the trip.

Koep- 
pen, while The Berlin Zeitung am Mittag 
and the Protos Company each contributed 
a share. All three men were amateurs, 
and made the trip purety in the interest of 
sport.

NEW INQUEST INTO 
W.F. BAKER'S DEATH 


Physician Tells Coroner He Found 
Young Man Dead at the 
Home of Frank H. Hurd. 


BROTHER AT THE HEARING 


Wndertaker Admits He Ignored the 
Law by Embalming the Body 
Before Coroner’s Arrival. 


A start was made last night in theofficial 
investigation of the death of Walter F. 
Baker of Boston when Coroner Demund 
began an inquest in the Court House at 
Hackensack. Baker died at the home of 
Frank H. Hurd at Bogota, N. J., early 
one Sunday morning; after an auto 
ride from New York with Mr. and Mrs. 
Hurd and the latter’s sister, Mrs. George 
‘W. Young, former wife of a New York 
benker. . 

Edward F. Baker of Boston, who de- 
Ciares that his brother was murdered, 
Was present at the inquest, but the Bos- 
ton chemists and physicians, who re- 
reported. after an analysis of the dead 
man’s stomach, that it contained enough 
arsenic to kill a dozen men, were un- 
Bvoidably absent. Mr. Baker told Cor- 
mner Demund and Prosecutor Koester 
that the experts would be at Hackensack 
on Thursday, when the inquest will be 
continued.

Bel for the Hurds, who, since the death 
of their little daughter, Natalle, are bene- 
ficlaries under Baker’s will to the ex-

Dr. G. Howard McFadden of Hacken- 
sack, who was the first physician called 
to the Hurd house when Baker’s condi- 
tion seemed serious, was the first witness. 

** When I was first called on the ’phone 
Y was told that Baker was dying, and 
while I was dressing Hurd ’phoned me 
that Baker had apparently died,” said 
the witness. “‘I found that Baker was 
dead... Hurd and his wife.and Mrs. Young, 
‘who were all in their bathrebes, gave me 
®# history of Baker’s mode of jiving. They 
said that Baker's. mother.and father had 
died suddenly fromm heart failure, and I 
concluded ‘that. the. probable catise of 
death was heart and kidney disease. 


Baker Had Béen Drinking. 

“ When Undertaker Ricardo reached the 
house I told him it was a Coroner’s case, 
and that he should notify Coroner Lees. 
Hie said he would. I: remained at the 

iurd home about two hours, and while 
there but brief reference was made to 
Baker's visit to New York on the night in 
question. : 

“They said he had been drinking, but 
mot with thém, for te’ had left them 
shortly after they reached New York. 
Hurd said he had been called to Brown's 
chop house after Baker first became ill. 
He told me that whilé on the way home 


cold, and the women gave him their 


wraps. 

‘Hurd informed me that Baker and his 
brother in Boston were not on good terms, 
but I told him he should telephone to the 
preteen in Boston to tell him of Walter's 

eath, 

‘Some one said that Baker had called 
for a glass of water, but I did not hear 
that it was given to him, The women 
neemned much affected while I was pres- 
ent.” 

Dr. Charles F. Adams of Hackensack,

Dr. McFadden had ordered him to first 
notify the Coroner, and the undertaker 
said he was anxious to prepare the body 
after he learned it was to go to Boston, 
and he gave it a double dose of primerine 
and dioxin. Ricardo insisted that he 
embalmed the body upon his own re- 
sponsibility and not upon any suggestion 
from Hurd. 

“Isn't it a fact that Mr, Hurd, Mrs. 
Hurd, or Mrs. Young requested you: to 
embalm Baker's body, and put it in 
shape to send to Boston?” asked Prose- 
cutor Koester warmly. 

Ricardo replied in the negative. 

“You knew you could reach Coroner 
Lees on the ‘phone from the Hurd home, 
and that the Coroner only lived a mile 
away, and could get to Bogota in ten 
minutes; then why didn’t you notify him 
before you embalmed the body an took 
a chance?” 

The undertaker repeated that he often 
did embalming on his own responsibility. 

When asked about the cost of the coffin 
Ricardo said that Hurd did not want him 
“to rub it in,’ but Mrs. Hurd wanted 
no expense spared. The funeral expenses 
were over $800. 

Ex-Coroner Lees of Ridgefield Park, 
who viewed Baker’s body the day after 
it had been embalmed, was next called 
as a witness, but was not in the room, 
and Coroner Demund adjourned the in- 
quest until to-morrow afternoons 

Prosecutor Koester is anxious to find 
the servant girl who was employed by 
the Hurds when Baked died.

Are Forced to Live Under In- 
tolerable Conditions. 


Dr. Felix Adler not only administered a 
sharp rebuke to a brilliant audience which 
packed the large assembly hall at the 
Museum of Natural History last night 
for the conference on the congested popu- 
lation of New York, but flatly told those 
interested in the work that their efforts 


would not solve the problem, 

“T have been in touch with settlement 
work twenty years,” he declared, “and I 
am familiar with the problems invelved 
and the suffering of the poor. Only re- 
cently I was informed of a case where 
three women and three men, all unmar- 
ried, were found huddled in one small 
room.” 

There was an audible titter in the hall, 
Dr. Adler paused, his face flushed hotly, 
and, turning squarely to the front, he 
oried: 

“You laugh! You laugh! I wonder you 
do not cry out in horror that such condi- 
tions exist.” 

There was @ hush for a moment, and 
then came a burst of applause. 

In the latter part of his address he 
threw a bomb squarely into the camp of 
those who are engaged in the work of 
trying to bring permanent rellef to those 
in the overcrowded sections of the city. 

“This terrible crowding of human 
beings into places not fit for them to 
live in,” declared Dr, Adler, “is caused 
by the high rente which the poor are 
forced to pay. They are compelled to oc- 
cupy one, two, or three rooms, because 
the burden of rent is so heavy upon them 
they cannot obtain more or better rooms, 

“T understand that many of the poor 
pay. one-fourth of their income in rent. 
The proportion of the rent paid by the 
poor in the congested districts to their 
income is greater than that paid by the 
well-to-do and infinitely greater than that 
paid for shelter by the wealthy, The bur- 
den falls on the shouldera of those least 
able to bear it. 

The Problem Unsolved. 


“You have been told to-night what has 
been done and is being done in the public 
schools. But the public schools will not 
bring relief. You have been told about 
the parks, but they will not solve the 
problem.

Dr. Adler said he had thought that the 
tunnels under the rivers and the improved 
transportation to near-by and less populous 
places would afford reilef to the pvor, 
that the factories and the workers could 
be moved together, but with the increase 
in transportation facilities came higher 
land values there, so the poor were as bad 


off as before. 
Eugene A, Philbin, President of the 


Metropolitan Parks Association, was evi-: 


dently much surprised at the tenor of 
Dr, Adler's address. He sald briefly that 
he cou.a not permit the audience to leave 
without saying that he did not regard the 
problem by any means hopeless or the 
*mcthod adopted for its solution ineffective. 

Dr. Adler left the hall immediately after 
his address and did not hear Mr. Philbin's 
statement. 

Other speakers of the evening were Dr. 
“y R. L. Gould and Dr. Henry M, Leip- 
ziger. 

‘I believe the problem of play in the 
streets is one of the great problems of 
congestion,” declared Joseph Lee of Bos- 
ton at the first business session of the 
conference yesterday morning. 

Mr. Lee spoke on ‘“ Play and Conges- 
tion," on which he is an international au- 
thority. In the opening of his address 
Mr. Leo declared that New York’s lower 
east side was not only exceptional but 
unique, and would not be considered in 
his discussion. 

“There is no place like it in America 
or in any other country,” he declared, 
Wh it Is uncharacteristic of New York 

Seif. 

**I do not see why the practice of set- 
ting aside streets for play, as is done in 
the case of coasting, cannot be carried 
much further,” continued the speaker. 
“If we allow our streets to be used for 
the play of grown-ups in the form of 
riding a and driving automobiles, 
why should we not allow them to be used 
for the play of children, which is a mat- 
ter of vital necessity, not only to the 
children themselves, but to the future 
progress and success of our democracy? 

“I know the traditional thing ts to talk 
against the street as an educational in- 
stitution. People say it is a place where 
children learn to swear; but a child who 
cannot acquire that linguistic acomplish- 
ment in the school—or even in the home— 
must as a rule be so lacking tn the gift 
of language that even the most brilliant 
opportunity would be thrown away on him, 
And the evil of the street will certainly 
be lessened in proportion as it is convert- 
ed into a playground.” 


The Speakers. 


Others speaking at the morning session 
were Howard Bradstreet, Secretary of the 
Metropolitan Park Association, and Dr. 
George W. Goler, health officer of Rooh- 
ester. Discussing “ Child Value and Land 
Value in Congested Districts,” Mr. Brad- 
street sald: 


“I know that playgrounds cost much, 
but I cannot see why tHe city should not 
buy up land before contempiated improve- 
ments have been made and get the benefit 
of the rises in value. This would. pro-; 
vide money for playgrounds without ex- 
pense to the city.”’ 

‘“‘Home Conditions tn Congested Dis- 
tricts *’ was the theme considered at the 
afternoon session. Dr. Lee K, Frankel, 
manager of the United Hebrew Charities: 
Leonard G, Robinson, General Manager of 
the Jewish Agricultural and Industrial 
Aid Society; Dr. Antonie Stella, and Miss 
Amy A. Bernardy of Smith College were 
the speakers. 

“If I were asked to characterize the 
prcemst era of Jewish history,” said Mr. 

obinson, in discussing ‘‘ The Jew and the 
Land,” “‘I would, tn all probability, name 
it the era of colonization. Never did the 
desire of the Jew to return to the soll 
manifest itself more strongly than to-day. 
Never has so much individual and or- 
ganized effort been exerted toward the 
consummation of that desire. 

“The Alliance Israelite Universelle, the 
Jewish Colonization Association, the 
Baron De Hirsch Fund, the Zionist Move- 
ment, and the Jewish Territorial Organ- 
ization have each in their way Jaunched | 
movements of world-wide scope, in order} 
to put the Jew back upon the land and

He declared that there were 5,000 Jew-

Miss Bernardy pleaded for fair treat- 
ment in this country for the Italian.

Morse and his counsel to appear in court 
at 10 o’clock this morning to answer the 
charges, Arrangements were made for 


bail last night, and it {s likely therefore 
that this proceeding will not cause Mr. 
Morse much inconvenience. 

it was said on good authority last night 
that an indictment had been found against 
another ex-banker, an associate of Mr. 
Morse in his deals in the National Bank 
of North America. The Grand Jury spent 
several weeks upon the investigation of 
Mr, Morse’s doings in various institutions, 
and s0me time ago it was ready to report 
indictments against him. It became known 
then that the Grand Jury had drawn five 
indictments, but the Department of Jus- 
tice at Washington sent Oliver C, Pagan 
over here to go over the proposed indict- 
ments, with a view to making them de- 
murrer proof, and the result was long 
delay. t is believed that Mr, agan 
changed the form of the charges mate- 
rially from the shape in which the Grand 
Jury first had them, and hence it is not

and we want the advantage of it. Some 
7,000 stockholders all over this country 
want a square deal in this, 

“Suppose a Marconi operator picks up 
a& message out on the Atlantic, and sup- 
pose that to get it to its destination we 
must make use of telegraph and cable 
lines part of the way? Now, we who give 
these lines the message must be respon- 
sible for its transmission over their wires. 
But how are we to force payment for even 
the tolls we have to pay to the telegraph 
and cable companies if the little fly-by- 
night wireless company concludes to deny 
that one of its operators sent the mes- 
sage in the first place? Our operator can 
Bay that he got it out in the open sea 
from a vessel said to be so many miles 
away, but he didn’t see the ship. Think 
of the trouble of adjusting that claim. 

“The bill. provides for a sort of en- 
forced partnership to which other cdém- 
panies need contribute little of capital, 
invention, or skillful enterprise. I don’t 
believe that the bill will pass if the Sen- 
ase will give the matter serious atten- 

on.”

ALBANY, March 10.—While it is re- 
garded as probable that the Assembly 
Codes Committee will report the anti- 
race track betting bills favorably either 
to-morrow or at its meeting next week, 
the attitude of the Senate still remains 
in doubt. Agents of the race-track in- 
terests ard the bookmakers are swarming 
the hotel iobbies, the corridors of the Cap- 
Atol, and every place where legislators 
gather. 

A message was received here to-day 
from Wilbur F. Crafts, head of the In- 
ternational Reform Bureau, in which he 
said that a few days ago he was ap- 
proached by H. T. Oxnard, the beet-sugar 
man, who is a member of The Jockcy 
Club. Mr. Oxnard, Mr. Crafts declares, 
urged him to stop his opposition to the 
credit betting plan proposed by the rep- 
resentatives of the club. 

“Half a loaf is better than nothing at 
all,”’ Mr. Oxnard said, according to Mr. 
Crafts. “If this compromise plan is 
turned down, we will fight to the bitter 
end.” 

Senator Agnew, who introduced the,bills 
fii tue upper house, to-day made public a 
letter sent by R. G. H. Speed. Secretary 
ef the Tompkins County Fair Giounds 
Association, expressing. his indignation 
that at the last hearing a delegation pur- 
porting to represent the Tompkins County 
agricultural interests were introduced as 
opposed to the bilis. 

In his letter Mr. Speed says that at 
the annual meeting of the society a year 
ago local saloon keepers and horsemen 
took control of the society organization 
by electing as Secretary the proprietor of 
@ street lunch wagon who owned a “ trot- 
ter;"’ as Treasurer the proprietor of a 
liquor saloon, as Vice President the pro- 
prietor of a livery stable, and as Presi- 
dent a tenant farmer, who does not own 
@n acre of land, but who affiliates with 
the horsemen. At the annual fair, these 
men by subterfuge had pool selling and 
liquor selling on or near the fair grounds. 

“The Grange of this county is strongly 
$n favor of the repeal, and this organiza- 
tion, composed largely of actual farmers, 
represents the farming sentiment of the 
county.” 

Police Commissioner Bingham of New 
York sent a letter to Senator Agnew, in 
‘twhich the Commissioner said he was in 
favor of the anti-gambling bills. He 
promised to suppress the poolrooms in 
New York City if the Legislature would 
Btop the betting at the tracks.

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WILLIAMS TO KEEP OFFICE. 
Superintendent of Banks Has Not Yet 


Thought of Resigning. 


ALBANY, March 10.—A bill creating the 
place of Third Deputy State Superin- 
tendent of Banks, to have charge of the 
New York office, was passed by the 
Senate to-day. In the debate Senator 
Grady declared it to be the undggstanding 
in financial circles in New York City that 
Clark Williams, the present State Super- 
intendent of Banks, would resign as soon 
as he could provide a proper deputy for 

the New York office. He admitted he had 

no authority for the statement. 

This statement was called to the atten- 
tion of Supt. Williams this afternoon. He 
declined to discuss it, There is sufficient 
authority, however, for the statement 
that Supt. Williams has not considered 
the subject of relinquishing his office, al- 
though he holds it at a large sacrifice. His 
friends understand that he intends to re- 
main in office until he has carried out 
various plans which he has in mind. 

The Senate and Assembly Committees 
on Banks to-night voted to report eight 
of the bills recommended by Supt. Will- 
fams, two of which establish new reserve 
requirements for banks, individual bank- 
ers, and trust companies. Others provide 
that no trust company shall open 4a 
branch office, without the approval of the 
Superintendent of Banks; that a Director 
who hypothecates the stock necessary 10 
make him eligible as a Director shall 
cease to be a Director, and that the Su- 
perintendent of Banks shall have power 
to pass upon the character and fitness 
of persons desiring to establish banks. 


GRADY ATTACKS McCARREN. 


Resents His Bolt of Hearst and De- 
fends Independence League.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 10.—Senator 
Grady defended the Independence League 
and denounced the action of Senator Mc- 
Carren in bolting the Hearst ticket in 
1906, in a debate to-day upon Senator Cas- 
sidy’s bill prescribing new rules for the 
management of political parties.

MOTHERS SUPREME, 


DAYS ROOSEVELT) 


Tells Them They Are of More 


Use Than Any Success- 
ful Man. 


BIG FAMILIES SAVE NATION 


Pleads for Practical Training for Boys 
and Girls, Proper Playgrounds, 
and Abolition of Child Labor. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—The White 
House was the scene to-day of the fprmal 
opening of the first Internation Con- 
gress on the Welfare of the Child, which 
is being held under the auspices of the 
National Mothers’ Congress. Two hun- 
dred delegates, representing all the States 
and Territories and a dozen or more of 
the leading countries of the world, were 
received at the White House this after- 
noon when President Roosevelt delivered 
an address, 


The President’s Speech. 


The President said in part: 

“This is the one body that I put even 
ahead of the veterans of the civil war, be- 
cause when all is said, it is the mother, 
and the mother only, who is a better citi- 
zen even than the soldier who fights for 
his country. The successful mother, the 
mother who does her part in rearing and 
training aright the boys and girls who are 
to be the men and women of the next gen- 
eration, is of greater use to the commu- 
nity, and occupies, if she only would rea- 
lize it, @ more honorable, as well as a 
more important, position than any suc- 
cessful man in it. 

“Nothing in this life that is really 
worth having comes save at the cost of 
effort. No life of self-indulgence, of mere 
vapid pleasure, can possibly, even in the 
one point of pleasure itself, yield so ample 
a reward as comes to the mother at the 
cost of self-denial, of effort, of suffering, 
of the long, slow patience-trying work of 
bringing up the children aright. No 
scheme of education, no social attitude 
can be right unless it is based funda- 
mentally upon the recognition of seeing 
that the gir] is trained to understand the 
supreme dignity, the supreme usefulness 
of motherhood. 

‘Unless the average woman is a good 
wife and good mother, unless she bears a 
sufficient number of children, so that the 
race shall increase and not decrease, un- 
less she brings up these children sound in 
soul and mind and body—unless this is 
true of the average woman, no brilliancy 
of genius, no material prosperity, no tri- 
umphs of science and industry will avail 
to save the race from ruin and death. 
The mother is the one supreme asset of 
National life; she is more important by 
far than the successful statesman or busi- 
ness man or artist or scientist. 

Abhors Selfish Men, 

“T abhor and condemn the man who Is 
brutal, thoughtless, careless, selfish with 
women, and especially with the women of 
of his own household. 

‘‘The man is a poor creature who does 
not realize the infinite difficulty of the 
woman’s task, who does not realize what 
is done by her who bears and rears the 
children. I abhor and condemn the man 
who fails to recognize all his obligations 
to the woman who does her duty. 

“But the woman who shirks her duty 
as wife and mother is just as heartily to 
be condemned. We despise her as we de- 
spise and condemn the soldier who flinches 
in battle. A good woman who doeg full 
duty is sacred in our eyes, exactly as the 
brave and patriotic soldier is to be hon- 
ored above all other men. But the wo- 
man who, whether from cowardice, from 
selfishness, from having a false and vac- 
uous ideal, shirks her duty as wife and 
mother earns the right to our contempt, 
just as the man who, from any motive, 
fears to do his duty in battle when the 
country calls him. 

Wants Practical School Work. 


“T want to ask your assistance for 
two or three matters that are not im- 
mediately connected with the life in the 
family itself, but that are of vital con- 
sequence to the children. In the first 
place, in the schools see that the school 
work is made as practical as possible. 
For the boys I want to see training pro- 
vided that shall train them toward, and 
not away from, their life work; that will 
train them toward the farm or the shop, 
not away from it. 

“With the girl, see that it fs not made 
a matter of mirth that the girl who goes 
to college comes out unprepared to do 
any of the ordinary duties of womanhood. 
See, in other words, that with the higher 
education which she should have—for she 
should have a right to just as much edu- 
cation, to just as high an education, as 
any man—see that with that goes the 
education that will fit her to do her 
fundamental work in the world. As re- 
gards our public schools especially I want 
to put in a special word in behalf of 
the right kind of playgrounds. 

“No school is a good school !f it has 
not a good playground. ° Help the chil- 
dren to play, and remember that you can 
often help them most by leaving them 
entirely alone. I misread them if they 
themselves do not often know how to play 
better than we old folks can teach them. 


To Stop Child Labor. 


“Tt is the gravest kind of wrong, not 
only to the children, but to the whole 
community, to turn out the boys and 
girls, especially in the congested part of 
the city, with no place to play in but the 
streets. 

“You cannot have good citizens, good 
men and women of the next generation, 
if the boys and girls are worked in fac- 
tories to the stunting of their moral, 
mental, and physical growth. Wherever 
the National Government can reach, it 
should do away with the evils of child 
labor, and I trust this will be done, but 
much must be done by the actions of the 
several State Legislatures, and do, each 
of you, in your several States, all that 
you can to secure the enactment, and 
then the enforcement of laws that shall 
put a stop to the employment of children 
of tender age in doing what only grown 
people should do. 

“Do not forget that love is what the 
family is based on, but don’t do children, 
don’t do grown people, the dreadful in- 
justice—through a love that is merely one 
form of weakness—of failing to make the 
child, or I might.add, the man, behave 
itself or himself. A marriage should be 
a partnership where each of the two 
parties has his or her rights, where each 
should be more careful to do his or ‘her 
duty than to exact duty fom the other 


tner, but where each must, in justice 
o.the other r no less than to him- 
self or herself, exact the performance of 
duty by that other partner. 
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A HUGHES BILL KILLED. 


Measure for Permissive. Direct Nomi- 
nations Dies in Committee.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 10.—The bill 

providing for permissive direct nomina- 
tions at primaries, a measure the passage 
of which Gov. Hughes greatly desired, 
was killed to-day in the Assembly Judi- 
clary Committee. 
_ Assemblyman Phillips of Allegheny, 
Chairman of the committee, led the at- 
tack. It was Assemblyman Phillips who 
last year introduced a ballot bill on the 
plea that it had been framed to carry out 
recommendations for ballot reforms con- 
tained in the annual message of Gov. 
Hughes. . 

This bill passed the Assembly, but was 
killed by the Senate after Gov. Hughes in 
an interview had openly and directly ac- 
cused Mr, Phillips of duplicity. 

The action of the Judiciary Committee 
on which is a mapority of the members

RACE FOR LIPTON CUP, 


Brooklyn Yacht Club Announces Con- 
ditions for Event on July 4. 


The Regatta Committee of the Brook- 
lyn Yacht Club yesterday announced that 
July 4 had been selected as the day for 
the sailing of the ocean race for the 
thousand-dollar cup presented by Sir 
Thomas Lipton. The race is open to sail- 
ing yachts not measuring more than 100 
feet extreme length, any rig, belonging 
to any organized yacht club.in the world. 

The course will be from a starting line 
opposite the Brooklyn Yacht Club, in 
Gravesend Bay, to and around the South- 
west Spit buoys, leaving them on the port 
hand; then, passing to the south’ard of 
Scotland Lightship, to and around the Fire 
Island Lightship, leaving it on the star- 
board hand; then to and around the 
Northeast End Light Vessel, orf Cape 
May, N. J., leaving it on the port hand, 
and returning over the same course, leav- 
ing buoys and lightships on the reverse 
hand. 

Entries must be received by the com- 
mittee not later than noon of June 15, and 
must be accompanied by a measurement 
certificate. 

All yachts will sail in one class, with 
the regular allowance for the difference 
in rigs. 

In addition to the cup presented by sir 
Thomas Lipton, the Srookiyn Yacht Club 
will offer handsome prizes for second, 
third, and, fourth boate.

NO WITNESSES FOR DEFENSE 


“ Cash” Paid by an Exchange of Checks 
by the Securities Company, City 
Railway, and the Metropolitan.

The suit of Attorney General Jackson 
to forfeit the charter and franchises of 
the New York City Railway on the ground 
that the corporation has been insolvent 
tor more than a year, ended, so far as the 
taking of testimony is concerned, before 
Justice Davis, in the Supreme Court, yes- 
terday afternoon. Herbert R. Limburg, 
the special counsel for the State, will 
submit certain stipulations upon which he 
and Mr, Cravath expect to agree. Mr. 
Cravath announced that the defense 
would call no witnesses. The matter will 
be submitted to the court on briefs, with- 
out oral argument. 

Mr. Limburg devoted yesterday’s hear- 
ings to showing what actually took place 
between the New York City Railway, the} 
Metropolitan Securities Company, and the 
Metropolitan Street Railway around May 
22, 1907, when a general adjustment of 
accounts was decreed and a fresh start 
undertaken in connection with the agree- 
ments under which the Interborough- | 
Metropolitan Company was to provide on | 
the notes of the Metropolitan ssourition | 
$15,000,000 new money for the Securities | 
Company to distribute, $8,000,000 to the | 
Metropolitan Street Railway direct, and | 
$7,000,000 to the City Railway. Something 
over $38,000,000 has been provided under 
these contracts, and the Securities Com- 
pany is being sued by the Federal receiv- 
ers for the balance of the $8,000,000 prom- 


ised to the Metropolitan Street Railway. 

The inquiry into the adjustment of ac- 
counts between the three companies was 
predicated on two statements in the affi- 
davit of Auditor Brown, accompanying 
the company’s contention before Justice 
Seabury last Fall that it was solvent in 
June. The balance sheet, on which the 
claim of solvency was made, consisted of | 
certain items out of the June 30, 1906, 
balance sheet, which were entitled “ cur. | 
rent” assets and liabilities by Mr. Brown. | 
Included in the asset side was $8,658,527 
of stocks and bonds held, and on the la- 
ae side there were $6,850,000 of loans | 
ue. 

Of the first of these items, Mr. Brown 
said in his affidavit: 

“ Substantially all these securities were 
subsequently sold for actual cash at an 
gmmount $367,528 in excess of that at which 
hey were carried on the books." 

a the item of loans payable, Mr. Brown 


said: 

**All but about $300,000 of these have 
since been paid and canceled in cash.” 

It was for the purpose of finding out 
in just what these cash payments con- 
sisted that Mr. Limburg went to work 
yesterday on the minute book of the New 
York City Railway for the meeting of 
May 22, 1907, its ledger showing the cor- 
responding date and four checks and 
ee which he had called for previ- 
ously, 

Mr. Limburg examined the checks, the 
first of which showed a payment of 
$3,688,500 by the Securities Company to 
the New York City Railway, dated May 
21 on the check and entered May 20 In 
the company’s ledger. Mr. Brown said 
that somebody must have made a mis- 
take in dating the entry. Then in quick 
succession r. Limburg brought out 
checks showing payments of: $1,282,700 
and $1,862,205.77 by the New York City 
Railway back to the Securities Company 
and another payment by the City Rail- 
way of $900,000 to the Metropolitan Street 
Railway. All the checks were drawn on 
the Morton Trust Company, and it ap- 
peured that the Metropolitan Street Rall- 
way, on receipt of its $900,000, had drawn 
one check for $543,524.23 to the Monton 
Trust Comoeny and one for $356,495.77 
back to the City Railway. 

‘““Now,” said Mr. Limburg, “ that whole 
transaction was merely an exchange of 
checks, wasn't it, and didn't mean the 
payment of any cash whatever?”’ 

Mr. Cravath objected on the ground 
that the transaction was a settlement of 
accounts, which, as Mr. Cravath put it 
had become ‘“ somewhat complicated,” 
but the court let the attorney for the 
State proceed. Mr. Limburg accordingly

UNLAWFUL CAMPAIGN METHODS. 

Mr. AcHEson of Pennsylvania, who 
has introduced a bill to take fourth- 
class Post Offices out of politics, has, 
according to the Washington dis- 
patches of The Evening Post, received 
ample testimony that Postmasters in 
Texas have been assessed 5 per cent. 
of their salaries by officers of the 
Republican State Committee. If this 
has been done it is a question whether 
it is not a distinct violation of the law 
of 1883, Section 12 of which runs as 
follows: 


That no person shall, in any room or 
building occupied in the discharge of offi- 
celal duties by any officer or employé of 
the United States mentioned in this act, 
or in any navy yard, fort, or arsenal, so- 
licit in any manner whatever or receive 
any contribution of money or any other 
thing of value for any political purpose 
whatever. 

It has just been decided by the Su- 
preme Court that this is a prohibition 
of all solicitation, whether by personal 
application or by letter or circular ad- 
dressed to an employé of the Govern- 
ment at his place of employment, If 
it can be shown that any member of 
the State Committee has asked within 
an office in person or otherwise of any 
Federal official a contribution to the 
campaign funds he can be fined or im- 
prisoned. It is highly improbable that 
all communications of this sort have 
been made outside of the offices of the 
yictim of solicitation. Of course all 
Solicitation everywhere should bé 
stopped, and Mr. Roosxve.T could, if 


he fail to do so, it is a matter for Mr. 
BONAPARTE to take up. Incidentally it 
may be remarked that campaign assess- 
ments are a form of moral “ peonage” 
which should attract his particular at-

MR. FLAGG’S BUILDING IDEAL. 

We have received from Mr. ERNEST 
FLAGG a most interesting statement of 
his plan for regulating building in this 
city in such manner as to secure safe, 
handsome, sanitary structures with the 
greatest advantage to the owners and 
occupants and to the general public as 
well. His plan is called out by the ob- 
vious fact that the present want of 
regulation permits and, as it continues, 

"will in a@ degree compel structures of 
exactly the opposite character, build- 
ings that are unsightly, that lack need- 
ed light and shut it out from others, 
that will feed fires, and may easily 
make them terrible in thelr extent and 
uncontrollable. 

Mr. Fiaac's exceedingly ingenious 
and apparently simple and efficacious 
plan is based on strict limitation of 
height for construction on three- 
fourths of the ground area of a build- 
ing, and no limitation whatever of 
height for construction on the remain- 
ing fourth of the area. To this he adds 


_ prohibition of the use of wood in con- 


struction in any manner or to any ex- 
tent in the unrestricted portion of the 
butiding. The limitation he proposes 


for height is once and a half the width 


of the street, with a maximum of 100 
sfeet, and a provision that the taller 
eonstruction shall not be permitted 
within a fixed distance from the build- 
ing line. In connection with this com- 
bined restriction and liberty Mr. Fraca 


mately acquainted with the conditions 


presented by the present system of 
regulation, Of this building he says: 


The Singer Building is not a complete 
illustration of what I propose, because 
the low part of that building is far higher 
than the mit of height here proposed, 
but in other respects it may serve as & 
sample, The high part occupies even less 
than one-quarter of the area of the plot; 
it interferes with no adjoining property; 
it depends on its own land for its light; 
it presents an ornamented facade to every 
point of view; it stands well back from 
the street line, so as not to mar the fa~- 
cade, and no wood whatever has been 
used iy {ts construction. It is what all 
tall buildings ought to be-—really fire- 
proof. 


A concrete illustration {s worth much 
more than any amount of mere de- 
scription. We think it would be the 
general verdict that a plan of regula~ 
tion which made the Singer Building— 
actually restricted as proposed for 
future construction by Mr. FLaaca—a 
type would be acceptable. Certainly 
the advantages sought by this plan are 
of immense importance, and if they can

@ extensive perils. 


“SOLD OUT.” 


The Agricultural Department's report 
of grain reserves emphasizes the fact 
that this country is in the happy con- 
dition known to commercial persons as 
“sold out.” We have 58,000,000 fewer 
bushels of wheat on hand than last 
year, and 836,000,000 fewer bushels of 
corn, The decrease is less striking if 
compared with average stocks than 
with last year’s exceptionally large re- 
It was the concurrence of that 
large supply with foreign necessities in 
successive years which enabled the 
farmer to rival the amazing progress 
of our mechanical industries. This 
comparative exhaustion of supplies now 
comes just at the planting season, when 
anything encouraging liberal planting 
is timely. There has been no nonsense 
about “holding” the grain crops, and 
there ought to be none about reducing 
acreage, prices being so satisfactory. 

The sold-out condition of the farmers 
corresponds to the condition of the iron 
trade, with similar suggestions regard- 
ing the necessity of stocking up sooner 
or later, however it may be delayed. 
In the slump of 1893 there were 
1,000,000 tons piled up in Pittsburg. 
That was a very much larger amount 
relatively fifteen years ago, yet now 
it is to be doubted whether the pig 
fron for sale in the United States equals 
much more than half as much, or, say, 
600,000 tons. That is not a week's 
supply at last year’s rate of consump- 
tion. Sooner or later home buyers will 
realize that if they do not take it 
others will, for our exports are grow~- 
ing now as they did when last we were 
embarrassed with iron not wanted-here, 

This state of depletion of stocks is 
wholesome compared with the cotton 
corner, still surviving in some degree 
among the planters, and with the ef- 
forts of the tobacco growers to pile up 
one unsold crop on another, and equal- 
ize supply and demand by not plant- 
fing this year. Panics do not lessen 
wants. Empty cupboards mean work 
ahead to fill them.

RUSSIAN FINANCES. 

A year or two ago the financial bal- 
ance of the world rested upon Russia’s 
solvency. That is no longer true, but 
it may become true whenever the rep- 
resentatives of the people stop the sup- 
plies of the bureaucracy. This hypoth- 
esis, once so unimaginable, is now so 
far from preposterous that the French 
Ambassador has been recalled within 
the month for suggesting that Russia 
would never pay the loans the present 
Government is floating. Just as 
iFrance did not pay the debts cf the 
Bourbons, so BoMPARD thought the 
Russians would not pay the debts of 
the Romanoffs. The Ambassador 
frankly declared he believed it his duty 
to stop Russia's credit in France. That 
would be an event big with other 
events, and the Ambassador’made his 
declaration just upon the eve of Rus- 
sia’s usual budget statement now near- 
ly due, An examination of the budget 
of 1907 is a necessary preparation for 
understanding the budget of 1908 and 
the Duma’s debate upon it, 

It will balance, of course, but there 
is no present hope for return of the 
anfe-bellum conditions when budget 
after budget showed a gurplus, and 
the Bank of Russia held gold enough 
to pay off all its currency and depos- 
its, aud in fact all liabilities except the 
Treasury's.

half as many dollars. Even including 
all expenditures for the country’s eco- 
nomic development, relief of famine, 
and so on, there was realized in those 
five years an aggregate surplus of 893,- 
000,000,/rubles against an aggregate of 
deficiencies in the extraordinary budget 
of 654,000,000. To this peaceful and 
solvent period succeeded the years of the 
war, the revolution, and famine upon 
an unusual scale. This troubled time 
witnessed the increase of the debt to 
8,746,078,389 rubles, by the addition of 
@ trifle over 2,000,000,000 rubles, which 
is nearly enough the cost of the war. 
The realized budget for 1907 is not yet 
known, but the first half of the year 
was better than expectations, and upon 
the whole there is reason to expect an 
increase of 125,000,000 in ordinary rev- 
enues, and a decrease of 180,000,000 in 
extraordinary expenditures. The ac- 
count should balance at 2,471,000,000 
rubles, against 2,031,000,000 in 1903. 

The solyency of the Government is 
maintained, but at the cost of the peo- 
ple, In the five years 


af 


1903 there was a similar growth of the 
budget, but it corresponded to the nor- 
mal growth of prosperity, there being 
no increase of taxes, But the post- 
bellum growth is due to fresh burdens, 
and not to the profits of the immense 
businesses which Russia conducts. 
The alcohol monopoly shows a reduc- 
tion of 24,500,000 rubles, and the 
transfer and legacy taxes reflect any- 
thing but thriving conditions. Not 
only do the railway receipts show a 
decline per verst compared with 1906, 
or even with 1908—the expenses are 
as unmanageable as with ourselves, 
with the accustomed decrease of main- 
tenance account to provide for wages. 
The result of the war lessened the 
strategic value of the railways, and the 
loss of the Manchurian extension weak- 
ens their economic position. To resume, 
the Russian financial situation seems 
good only when considering the manner 
in which difficulties have been sur- 
mounted. Borrowing ifs still desirable 
for stability, and France is warned not 
to lend. The result to the Russian peo- 
ple of France’s accepting BomMPaARD’s 
advice is not pleasant to contemplate.

King Hpwarp, according 
to the latest reports, has written @ cor- 
dial letter to his imperial nephew as- 
suring him that public opinion in Great 
Britain does not approve the attempt of 
The London Times to make a “ sensa- 
tion’ out of an interchange of private 
letters between German and English 
gentlemen.

To run a 
motor car properly calm nerves, mus- 
cular strength, extreme caution, and 
special skill are required. Many wo- 
men run motor cars and comparatively 
few of them, thus far, have killed pe- 
destrians. A Cincinnat! woman, run- 
ning an automobile, happened to kill a 
city official Naturally there is strong 
feeling in that city “against women 
chauffeurs, and the Mayor expresses it 
in a message to the City Counocfl. 
Skillful, carefully trained chauffeurs 
are needed whether they are men or 


women. Some women can sail yachts | 


and ride across country. A Woman 
with strong nerves and @ good nruscu- 
lar development might run a motor car 
as well as a competent male chauffeur, 
with no greater risk to the car, to her- 
self, or to the unwary pedestrian, Prob- 
ably ninety-nine women in every hun- 
dred might better leave such work to 
men. But ft is a deplorable fact that 
many men who run motor cars are not 
competent for the work. : 

Mayor MARKBRBEIT says: “The only 
proper machine for a woman to run isa 
sewing machine.” Humane persons 
have been hoping a long while for the 
disappearance of all sewing machines 
not self-moving. Running a sewing 
machine by pushing the treadles is not 
@ healthful occupation for women. It 
is much better work for men, ff it 
must be done. Electric motors for 
sewing machines ought soon to be 
cheap and in common usé.

Roadmaker. good roads, so that each 
was able to make from ten to twenty 
miles an hour for a long day! Thereat, 
no doubt, the States of Nebraska and 
Wyoming will swell with pride and point 
the finger of scorn at Iowa and Illinois, 
to say nothing of Indiana, Ohio, and New 
York. Both States will know in their 
hearts, however, that the apparent su- 
periority of their highways was partly a 
matter of soil and the rest a matter of 
weather, and that really they are not a 
bit better than their Eastern neighbors, 
if they are ds good, in regard to provid- 
ing for the needs of wheeled vehicles, 

The truth igs that, all over the country, 
the condition of a vast majority ef the 
roads depends on whether the weather is 
hot or cold, wet or dry, and as much as 
that can be said for Alaska and Siberia. 
In other words, most of our so-called 
roads are not roads at all, but simply 
parts of the general landscape, set apart 
for the use of people who want to move 
beyond the limits of their own land. When 
it has rained just enough and not too 
much, and when {ft has frozen hard with- 
out a lot of snow, hours and even days 
come almost everywhere when the “ go- 
ing"’ is considered good by those who 
have never seen anything better, and at 
other times—well, errands of necessity can 
still be performed, though with difficulty 
and discomfort, and other business can 
wait a more convenient season. 

That is still the plan throughout the 
greater part of every State and through- 
out the whole of many of them. It fs, in 
brief, the American system. It costs us 
untold and almost incalculable millions 
each year—millions that could just as 
well be saved if we wanted to and had 
the sense—but the argument seems to be 
that we have been able to get along fairly 
well with the roads as they are and al- 
ways have been, so what's the use of 
making a change to get rid of troubles 
with which we are familiar? 

And yet the once common custom of 
lighting street lamps according to the cal- 
endar has been for the most part aban- 
doned, though it was supported by every 
consideration that can be brought forward 
in defense of our substitutes for roads, 
For it was not less sensible to let the 
streets go dark when they might have 
shone, but didn’t, than it is to trust the 
rain and the frost to keep our roads in 
travelable condition.

The “ night 
air” superstition, she said, not only 
lingers, but it is widely held by multitudes 
of people who would bitterly resent the 
charge of being grossly ignorant of the 
first laws of health and comfort. And, 
according to this high authority, fresh 
air seems to be almost ag much disliked 
and feared as night air, and those who 
certainly ought to know better actually 
prefer stuffy rooms te those that are well 
ventilated. 

Even more discouraging than this was 
what our correspondent said about the 
negligence of many doctors to enforce, or 
even to suggest, the rule of the open 
window. That is hard, indeed, to believa, 
and we are half tempted to suspect that 
the charge is somehow connected with 
the curtous antagonism which has come 
to be so often displayed when nurses are 
talking about doctors, and hardly less 
often when doctors are talking about 
nurses—especially when the nurses have 
been so well, or so long, trained as to be 
half doctors themselves. Yet there was 
the case of the Home for Consumptives, 
with only two of its windows open, to 
support even this amazing statement, so 
it may be that the half suspicion is as 
ill-founded as it Is unkind.

Take for instance the children attending 
the parochial schools in this city, of 
whom there are nearly 55,000, what safe- 
guards are they surrounded with in case 
of fire?

WHO NON-CHURCHGOERS ARE.|SALE OF OLD AND NEW ART.| 


Paintings from Ehrich and Oehme Gal- 
leries on View. 


A sale of old masters from the Ehrich: 
Galleries and of modern masters from the 
Oehme Galleries, wil! be held on Thurs- 
day evening, March 12, at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Art Galleries, 546 Fifth Avenue, at 
Forty-fifth Street. The collection offered 
comprises“many examples that not only 
have technical merit, but appeal also to 
the general public on the ground of their 
pleasant human interest, their historical 
associations, and their charm of subject. 

Several of Mr. Ehrich’s pictures are 
portraits of important personages by the 
noted painters of their day. George IV., 
for example, is present as he was painted 
by Sir Thomas Lawrence in his robes of 
state, with the Golden Fleece, and other 
orders hung about his neck, the Order of 
the Garter at his left knee, the crown on 
the table beside him, his graceful figure, 
handsome, self-complacent face, and 
pompous attitude echoing his mental and 
moral characteristics. There is also: a 
portrait by Lawrence of Kembie in his 
character of Hamlet and one of the love- 
ly and gifted Marguerite Power, Countess 
of Blessington, the friend of Byron and 
editor of The Keepsake. Adrian Hanne- 
man, a Dutch painter who painted in Eng- 
Jand some hundred and fifty years before 
Lawrence, is represented by his portrait 
of Lady Earle, in which the textures of 
the gray satin gown, of the glossy hair, 
and pearl ornaments are given with much 
delicacy of rendering. 

Another painter of the Dutch school in 
the seventeenth century, who worked only 
in Amsterdam and in Antwerp, is Nicholas 


Maas, the pupil of Rembrandt, and in 
certain examples of his middle period 
nearly if not quite his master’s equal. 
The picture in the present collection, a 
“Portrait of a Gentleman,” is notable for 
the beauty of the painting in the. silk 
gown, for the animated expression of the 
keen, intelligent eyes, andsfor the slender, 
pallid hands, painted with characteristic 
precision and expression.’ Other impor- 
tant numbers in the catalogue are del 
Mazo’s “ Portrait of a Man,” rich in color 
and bread in treatment; Regaud’s “ Por- 
trait of the Painter Van Loo,” a sumptu- 
ous portrait of the sister of Charles IL., by 
Sir Peter Lely, and a portrait by Rae- 
burn of Neil Gow, the Scottish fiddler. 
Among the paintings that are not por- 
traits is an excellent example of Mor- 
land’s now popular art. 

Mr. Oehme’s pictures include among oth- 
ers a water color by Anton Mauve, “* The 
Wood Cart,” which is eloquent of that 
master’s tranquil and slightly melan- 
choly charm; a water color by Josef 
Israels of a Rabbi bending a noble head 
over the book in which he is reading by 
an open window, the light streaming 
across his scholarly face and delicate aged 
hand; two examples by Evert Pieters, one 
of the younger painters of Holland—a 
brilliant beach scene and an interior with 
figures—the latter particularly good in 
color and one of the intimate household 
subjects that belong by tradition to Dutch 
art. 

Kever is represented by a richly toned 
interior. Of the French paintings Jules 
Dupré's ‘‘La Fermiére” has a sturdy 
rustic beauty, Henner’s ‘“ Thusnelda” 
and ‘*‘ The Red Shawl” are interesting as 
examples of a strongly individual painter, 
and Corot’s “Italian Landscape,’’ which 
was sold with the pictures found in his 
studio at his death, ts of a quiet gray 
tone certain to bear the test of familiarity. 
The finest of the modern pictures, how- 
ever, is the Troyon—a sheep scene in 
which the flock is returning at evening 
under the waning light. The massing -of 
the sheep and the petspective of the land- 
scape are admirable, and the drawing of 
the uncouth anatomy of the individual 
animals is the outcome of inevitably ‘long 
and close study, since no beast of the 
fields is more difficult to render with ac- 
curacy and spirit.

The highest price at the sale by the 
Anderson Company last night of the late 
Thomas Nast’s collection of paintings, 
water colors, and engravings, was $1,200, 
paid for a “‘ Head of Christ,”’ an oil paint- 
ing by Nast. It was bought on order. 
The name of the successful bidder was 
withheld. 

Nast’s well-known clvil war oll painting, 
“Saving the Flag,”’ sold for $420. It re- 
presents a Union officer on a battlefield 
holidng aloft the flag, which floats from 
a broken staff. 

A. full length portrait in oll by Nast of 
Gen. Robert BE. Leo in uniform awaiting 
Gen. U. S. Grant: at Appomattox brought 
$150. 

An oll inting by Nast of a laughing 
housemald standing at a window, said to 
be a likeness of the cartoonist's daugh- 
ter, Julia, sold for $150. The well-known 
oil painting of St. Nicholas, full length, 
holding in fas right hand above his head 
a foaming tankard, and in his left hand 
a long clay pipe, from which the smoke 
is ascending, brought $200.

Thinks the People Are Tired of Boss 
ism and Will Insist on Fidel- 
ity and Efficiency. 


BOSTON, Mass, March 10.—Gov. 
Charles E. Hughes of New York deliv- 
ered three addresses here to-night before 
business and coltege organizations. As 
his visit was regarded as social rather 
than political, none of the party leaders 
here was at the station to greet him, 

Early in the evening the Hughes Club 
of Harvard, composed of 300 students, 
headed by a brass band, escorted Gov. 
Hughes to Tremont Temple, where the 
annual banquet of the New England Dry 
Goods Association was held 


Gov. Hughes’s Speech. 

Gov. Hughes said in part: 

“ Business is American life~a myriad of 
interdependent activities. Good business 
spells contentment and a diffusion of hap- 
piness. It means that the American 
people are at work; that the opportunities 
for labor are increasing; that our pro- 
ductive energies are more and more large- 
ly employed, and that interchanges of 
commerce are multiplying, signifying a 
greater utilization of our resources, @& 
more complete satisfaction of wants, and 


a gratifying rea 
etfort ying realization of the gains of 
“We want no drags upon Ameri - 
dustry; no obstacles Ss its eabeeemane 
no arbitrary governmental interference to 
prevent its growth. That American in- 
dustry may flourish, and that we may en- 
joy to the maximum the blessings which 
flow from wholesome activity, we must 
have peace, order; fair laws, and honest 
administration. “ 


Criticises Some Office Seekers. 


“Men who will prey’ upon minority 
stockholders or abuse the trusts that are 
committed to them in our great financial 
enterprises, will prey upon the people if 
they-have a chance. Whether powers of 
supervision and regulation will be wisely 
exercised depends, not upon the words 
of the statute book, but upon the char- 
acter of the supervisors and regulators. 

Between the man who attempts to fool 
the people in order to get rich and the 
man who attempts to fool the people in 
order to get office; between him who 
seeks his personal profit through an’abuse 
of his trust as Director, and the man who 
uses public office to serve himself or his 
personal friends, there is nothing to 
choose. 

“ The people are tired of bossism; of the 
use of political machinery to place men in 
office for the purpose of serving special 
interests; of the use of public prer tives 
for private gain, and of the prostitution 
of grants of power to selfish advantage. 
The people will insist that the watchwords 
of every department of government must 
be fidelity and efficiency: 

“With regard to railroads, it is not to 
be denied that they are public entere 
prises, conducted under public authority. 
The American people will not tolerate un- 
just discrimination or improper service, 
and they will insist upon demonstrating 
that the will of the people is eugseme, 

“But the people are too intelligent not 
to recognize the vast importance of the 
development of our railroad enterprises. 

“That grievances may be settled, unfair 
discriminations avoided, reasonable and 
impartial service secured, without com- 
mitting on the other hand the egregious 
blunder of stifling needed enterprise, it is 
essential that the facts should be under- 
stood. The concerns of these great bubl- 
nesses are too closely related to the wel- 
fare of the people in their thousandfold 
activities to permit them to become the 
subject of arbitrary action. \ 


Tariff Revision Important, 


“Tt is considered important, I believe, 
by the majority of our citizens, that we 
It 
should be accomplished fairly, promptly, j 


without log-rolling, not in any sense as & 
matter for political manoeuvring, but in 
the interest of the American people as a> 
whole. We shall adhere to the policy of 
protecting American industry. We are 
not prepared to surrender our scale of 
wages, or to permit our standards of liv- 
ing to be reiluced to those which prevail 
in other countries. 

“Upon a complete and just examination 
of the facts any needed readjustment may 
be had to the end that the schedules may 
harmonize with the principle underlying 
the protective policy and the reascenable 
necessities of American production as 
compared with production abroad. 

“We must be just as zealous to avoid 
disturbing honest enterprise as we are | 
anxious to stamp out dishonest practices, 
Unjustly discriminating rates, rebates, 
preferential allowances, {improper privie | 
leges obtained through Governmental fa 
voritism, unfair practices in competition, 
dishonest financiering, the betrayal of fie | 
duciary trust, and every means employed | 
| to gain advantages which talent, skill, ! 

economy in organization and honorable | 

enterprise do not suffice to give, are the | 

proper subjects of attack; and legitimate ° 
business wil! not suffer but rather gain |

THE KNEISEL QUARTET. 


Franck, Strauss, and Beethoven on Its 
Fourth Programme, Played Last Night. 


At the fourth concert of the Knelsel 
Quartet, which took place last evening in 
Mendelssohn Hall, there was the audience 
of music lovers that always fills the au- 
ditorium at these concerts, and there was 
a sense of rellef that two of the members 
of the quartet, Mr. Kneisel and Mr. Wwiil- 
leke, had recovered from their physical 
ills sufficiently and in time to make the 


concert possible. 
admiration at- the manner in which both 
of them acquitted themselves of their 


part in the programme. 
Mr. Willeke’s was in Richard Strauss’s 


youthful sonata for violoncello and piano, 
in which the piano was played by Miss 
Katharine Goodson. It was his first ap- 
pearance in New York as a solo perform- 
er, and although he had already certified 
the excellence of his musicianship in his 
quartet playing, there was something 
much more shown in this performance. 
It was most artistic, full of the romantic 
and buoyant spirit that is in the work 
expressed through a tone of rich and 
vibrant quality, big and modulated with 
subtle skill, phrasing of exquisite finish 
and a technique at all points masterly. 
Miss Goodson seconded him with a per- 
formance of the piano part conceived in 
the same vein of buoyancy and vital 
freshness. The work itself is a remirk- 
able one for a boy of nineteen years in 
\the wrasp it shows on the material, al- 
| though it is naturally under the influence 
of other men, being considerably tess 
violin sonata, and having no suggestion 
of his present style whatever. 

The quartet played two movements—the 
larghetto and scherzo—from César 
Franck's string artet, and Beethoven's 
great C sharp minor quartet, It is some 
years since Mr. Kneisel played Franck’s 
quartet here, and the language no longer 
seems strange or repellent, but rather 
full of beauty and euphony, and, in the 
slow movement, of nobility. There is 
here, reappearing in the midst of the 
| filrny grace of the scherzo, a phrase that 
| is not so much a reminiscence as an act- 
; ual reproduction of one of the most char- 
jacteristic “ Tristan’’ harmonies. The 
| Playing of these movements was of ex~ 
quisite perfection. 

The performance of Beethoven's C 
sharp minor quartet is the highest and 
in many ways ¢he most difficult task to 
which such an organization as Mr. 
Kneisel’s can address itself. It requires 
not only a high technical skill and perfec- 
{tion of ensemble, but also even more, 
' musicianship’ that can rise to some of the 
loftiest conceptions of the master and iden- 
tify itself with a spirit that in its search 
for expression bursts the bonds of the 
accepted forms and: the accepted limita- 
tions of the quartet style. 

Its difficulties are quite as much in in- 
| tellectual and emotional sympathy and 
{comprehension as in technical mastery. 
|Many have believed that the ideas in 
|this quartet are beyond the power of four 
{instruments to xpress, and have thought 
|} to giwe them a fuller utterance by a mul- 
| tipfication of the strings, or even by 
|turning the work into a symphony for 
full orchestra. All 
only gone to prove that, even though he 
strained their resources to the utmost, 
Beethoven's thought is conceived for the 
unassisted quartet, and is to be ex- 
pressed by it alone, when it is guided by 
the discernment anc the right feelin 
that can follow him in his transcenden 
utterance. 

Mr. Knelisel has before now shown that 
jhe possesses these qualities, and that he 
}can give an interpretation of this music 
| that shall uly reveal its power and its 
| Significance. he performance last even- 
jing was one of rare beauty at many 
| points and of sustained power. If it did 
| ROS in technical perfection wholly equal 
some of his performances of it in the past 
\it may have been due to the lingering 
{results of his recent inquiry. But as it 
|was it was an event to be noted with 
| more than ordinary gratitude.

Great Future Ahead for Use in 
Commercial Wagons, Says’ 
Prof. Lucke. 


| 


TESTS WITH MOTOR TRUCK 


E. R. Hewitt Tells Engineers of His 
Results with Gasoline and Alcohol 
in Same Engine—Officers Elected. 


Prof. Charles Edward Lucke of the Co- 
lumbia University Engineering Depart- 
ment, and Edward R. Hewitt were among 
the chief speakers yesterday at the an- 
nual meeting of the Mechanical Branch 
of the Association of Licensed Automo- 
bile Manufacturers. They both discussed 
the use of alcohol as an available fuel for 
internal combustion engines. Prof. Lucke, 
telling of the experiments he has made 
during the last year in the laboratory with 
stationary engines and those designed for 
motor vehicles, while Mr. Hewitt gave an 
interesting account of the practical tests 
he has made with alcohol in a motor 
truck for city use. 

The vagaries of alcohol as a fuel were 
carefully explained, and Prof. Lucke 
showed that conditions sometimes devel- 
oped to an amusing standpoint. One inci- 
dent noted in some of his experiments 
was ‘eet on a two-cycle motor with crank 
case cOmpressor, he found that the excess 
vapor which had not exploded with the 
first charge of the in-take escaped 
through the crank shaft and could be ig- 
nited. 

Mr. 


Hewitt, whose experiments have 


been directed toward tests of alcohol ~~ 


commereial motor wagons, stated that he 
had reecntly adapted an engine to the use 
of alcohol for a five-ton truck. With gaso- 
line he obtained four and one-half miles 
to a gallon with a full load, while without 
any readjustment to the motor he only 
obtained two miles to the gallon with 
alcohol. On raising the compression, how- 
ever, from 75 to 120 pounds, it was possi- 
ble to obtain over five miles to the gallon, 
Mr. Hewitt pointed out that it was neces- 
sary in the latter case to place the car 
bureter as near the engine as possible in 
order to send the mixture into the cylinder 
at a temperature of not less than 72 
degrees. In cold weather he was able to 
overcome the loss in the vaporization by 
surrounding the in-take pipes with the 


water jackets, which kept an even tem- |}. 


perature for tha vapor until discharged 
into the cylinder.

STEINWAY TUNNEL 
PURCHASE BLOCKED 


Public Service Board Hasn't the 
Power to Buy It and City 
Hasn’t the Money. 


IN SIGHT 


ONE LOOPHOLE 


Belmont Company Might Secure New 
Franchise if City Would Drop 
Suits Against It. 


George 8. Coleman, counsel for the 
Public Service Commission, yesterday 
advised the board that it has no power to 
purchase the Steinway tunnel on behalf 
of the city. This decision ended, so far as 
the commission is concerned, the negotia- 
tions looking to the purchase and early 
operation of the tunnel, for the opening 
of which the people of Queens “Borough 
are clamoring. 

All that can now be done, it is said, in 
the matter of the purchase of the tunnel 
by the city is for the Interborough Com- 
pany, which owns the property, to appeal 
to the Board of Estimate. While it is 
probably within the power of that body 
to authorize the purchase, it is regarded | 
as improbable that it will do so, owing tol 
the present state of the city’s finances. 
In that event the opening of the tunnel 
will be as far off as ever. 

In his opinion Mr. Coleman says in part: 


I am of opinion that thie proposition is one 
for the decision, In the first instance, of the 
elty authorities which have to do with the 
expenditure of public money. If’ the city 
authorities favor the proposition, the matter 
may later come before this commission for its 
approval under the provisions of the Publi¢ 
Service Commissions law or for Ms aid and 
co-operation im the carrying out of the same 
under the provisions of the Rapid Transit act, 
but this latter act, in its present form, gives 
to the commission no powers which would 
allow the purchase of an existing railroad or 
tunnel with public money. 


A delegation of Queens business, men 
called on Chairman Willeox of the com- 
mission yesterday, having previously vis- 
ited the Mayor, to urge the purchase of 
the tunnel. Mr. Willcox told the delega- 
tion that it was not within the power of 
the commission to Initlate proceedings for 
the purchase of the tunnel. The commit- 
tee said that its members had been in- 
formed by the Mayor that the matter was 
ene in which it was distinctly the prov- 
ince of the commission to take the initia- 
tive, but that the desirability of the pur- 
chase depended on its price and the 
amount of money the city had to spend 
for transit facilities. 

The Steinway tunnel was built under a 
franchise, which, just before the work 
was completed, was attacked by the city 
authorities, who alleged that the fran- 
chise had expired. The case is now be- 
fore the Appellate Division. 

With the tunnel complete and almost 
ready for operation, it is impossible for 
the company to begin operation under a 
doubtful franchise, and as it appears to be 
impossible for the tity to purchase the 
property, it must necessarily lie idle. 

In the minds of transit men there's bfit 
one solution to the problem, and that ts 
for the city to withdraw its sults against 
the company and allow it to apply to 
the Public Service Commission for a new 
franchise. 


BROOKLYN SUBWAY MOVE. 


i Public Service Board to Ask for Bids 
Despite City’s Opposition. 


No matter whether the city has the 
money to spend for the construction or 
not, the Public Service Commission in- 
tends to advertise for bids for the Fourth 
Avenue subway in Brooklyn, which, ac- 
cording to Controller Metz, the city Is not 
in a position to build, The Public Service 
Commission, at its meeting yesterday, 
passed a resolution authorizing Chairman 
Willcox to advertise for bids for the con- 
struction of the line. Afterward Mr. Will- 
cox said:
